3, The Chairman reported he had had no reply as yet to his letter to 
the Chairman of the 5IC regarding the noxt [EEE Electr onics Confer - 
ence, /On 30 July the Secretariat received a copy of a memorandum from 
the Chairman of the SIC Subcommittee on Electronics to the Chairman of 
the EIC Subcommittee on Electronics and Telecommunications which indi- 
cated full agreement with the EIC recommendations. / 
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4. The Working Group-approved draft of EIC-R14-S7, Sino-Soviet 
Bloc Economic Activities in Underdeveloped Areas, I January - 30 
June 1959, will be distributed to EIC representatives on 10 August 1959. 
A special ‘BIC meeting to review and approve this draft is scheduled for 


1000 hours on Thursday, 13 August 1959, in Room 1121, Temporary M 
Building. 


SUBCOMMITTEE ANNUAL REPORTS AND REVIEW OF SUBCOMMITTEE 


5. The annual reports of the EIC Subcommittees were distributed to 
the EIC representatives for their information on 22 July 1959 (EIC-D~-387), 
In general these reports indicate that the subcommittees have been more 
active than previously in supporting the EIC in its various responsibilities 
and activities, Since it has been three years since the EIC initiated its 
last program of review of SC activities and almost a year since the last 
subcommittees were reviewed under this program, it was suggested by 
the Chairman that the EIC consider a new program of SC review. He pro- 
posed that the review of 2 or 3 subcommittees be scheduled for each EIC 
meeting with the intent of completing the program in about 6 months. The 
reviews would be based on the SC annual reports and would be focused on 
a brief run-down of SC plans and problems. It would provide the SC offi- 
cers an opportunity to discuss their activities with the EIC and, at the 
same time, it would afford the EIC members an opportunity to ask any 
questions they might have. 


6, Action: It was agreed that such a program would be useful and 
the Secretariat was directed to establish a schedule for reviewing 2 or 3 
subcommittees at each EIC meeting. 


CHa Nee hy ee OF SUBCOMMITTEE ON REQUIREMENTS AND 


7. In its Annual Report the Subcommittee on Requirements and Facil- 
ities for Collation requested EIC approval for changing the subcommittee 
name to EIC Subcommittee on Requirements, since that name reflected 
more accurately the actual responsibilities of the subcommittee. No 
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changes in the SC Terms of Reference wére proposed. The EIC discussed 
the request, and there being no objection, the Secretariat was directed to 
notify the subcommittee officers hat the name change was approved. 


OPAL-59 TEST SURVEY 


8. The Chairman reported on the varying responses of EIC main and 
associate members on participation in the OPAL-59 test of the EIC pro- 
cedures for an Inventory of Economic Intelligence Personnel at Relocation 
Sites (EIC-D-373, 19 May 1959). Inthe case of some departments and 
agencies, the extent of participation of their intelligence components in  _ 
OPAL-59 has not yet been determined, NSA has already indicated minimal 
participation in the OPAL-59 exercise but, in order to test the procedural 
and communications aspects of the EIC inventory, has agreed to transmit a 
"mock" inventory to the EIC Secretariat at the CIA Relocation Site. The 
Chairman urged other members, whose agency participation in the exercise 
will similarly be minimal, to make arrangements for transmitting similar 
"mock" messages in order that the EIC test may be effected on as wide a 
base as possible,

9. The draft contribution on foreign economic intelligence to the USIB 
Annual Repért to the NSC on the Status of the Foreign Intelligence Program 
(EIC -D-~389, 28 July 1959) was reviewed and approved, with minor revis- 
ions, for transmittal to the USIB Secretariat. Prhe approved text of the 
statement has been circulated to the EIC/USIB representatives as 
EIC -D-389/Revised, 30 July 1959.7

reproduction immediately and distributed about mid-August to USIB and 
EIC representatives. 
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11, In connection with EIC war planning activities as reported in the 
Eighth Annual Report (page 4), the Joint Staff representative raised a 
question as to plans for revision of the EIC war planning document 
(EIC-D-346, 19 January 1959), The Chairman stated that the Committee 
was already in receipt of a USIB directive to complete the review and nec- 
essary revision of this document by 1 October 1959 (USIB<-D-7, 1/2, 

5 June 1959), but that, while the revision was already under consideration, 
he would like to delay action on the matter for the time being in the hope 
that necessary further guidance would be forthcoming from the USIB. 


EIC REVIEW OF EXTERNAL RESEARCH PROJECTS 


12, The discussion of problems involved in EIC review of Government - 
sponsored external research projects involving more than $5, 000 was 
opened by the Chairman, who noted that the annual report stated that only 
three such projects, all fram CIA/ORR, had been presented to the EIC for 
review during FY 1959, He raised a question as to whether or not the EIC 
members felt that all Government external research contracts suitable for 
EIC review were, in fact, being submitted to the EIC for that purpose. 
Discussion followed, and the EIC representatives agreed that this was an 
area which required further investigation on their part, The Chairman 
suggested that the members look into the situation in their own departments. 
and agencies and stated that he would raise the question again ata future 
EIC meeting. 


COMMUNICATIONS VULNERABILITY STUDY 


13, The Chairman reported briefly on the current status of the work 
of the EIC ad hoc working group on Communications Vulnerability, He 
indicated that work was progressing on the portion of the study for which 
the EIC working group was responsible, and that the EIC representatives 
would be kept informed of any new developments.
